(4) An expert in-charge from one of the Food Laboratories established by the Government of 
India in the Ministries of Defence, Railways, Civil Supplies, Commerce, Food & Agriculture 
or Rural Reconstruction. 

(5) The Secretary, Central Committee for Food Standards, Directorate General of Health Services, 

New Delhi. 

(6) Director of Central Food Laboratory, Calcutta, -Member-Secretary 

The Board may hold examinations of the candidates as and when considered necessary in theory, practicals or in 
any other manner it deems fit.
